the program. 

The girls all dressed in white 
were banked in the choir loft 
and on the left side of the audi- 
torium, with the boys in dark 
suits on the right balcony and 
below. Occupying a prominent 
place on the platform were the 
members of the a capella choirs 
of the two schools, and directly 
in front of them was the direct- 
or’s box. With only slight ges- 
tures Mr. Gallagher, who has now 
been choral director for the 
schools for eight years, controll- 
ed the vast choir with perfect 
precision. 

“QO Worship the ‘Lord in the 
Beauty of Holiness” by Tschai- 
kowsky was the first number on 
the program sung by the a capel- 
la choir. Then followed the 
“Adoremus Te” of Palestrina by 
the Hermon choir. Several songs 
were sung by the combined stu- 
dent bodies and the congrega- 
tion. Frank Duley’s song, ‘“Stand- 
ing High upon her Hilltop,” writ- 
ten for his alma mater, Mt. Her- 
mon, was sung by the Hermon 
students.

‘Miss Etta May Chamberlin of 
Brattleboro died suddenly after 
a heart attack at her home there 
last Thursday night at the age of 
66 years. For eighteen years she 
hed been connected with the 
Northfield Seminary as a matron 
of one of its dormitory build- 
ings from which she resigned in 
1925 on account of ill health. 

A native of West Brattleboro, 
Miss OChamberhin was born Oct.

Banish The Ants 


—o-—-—— 

Ants are on the march again 
and even the meticulous house- 
wife may find ‘her pantry invad- 
ed by these pests. The best way 
to get rid of them is to find and 
destroy their colony; halfway 
measures will only prolong the 
nuisance, says A. I. Bourne, en- 
tomologist at Mass. State college. 

Keepng all foods n closed con- 
tainers or in the refrigerator and 
keeping all crumbs brushed up 
will help to discourage ants 
from beginning an attack, but 
once they have come into the 
house in numbers, it will pay to 
go after them in serious fashion. 
Follow the ants as they return 
from their -forays and watch 
where they go. 

In the house the nest is likely 
to be in some beam or timber 
and can be destroyed by inject- 
ing kerosene or benzine into the 
holes by which the ants enter. 
If the nest is in the lawn outside 
it can be destroyed with either 
carbon bisulphide or calcium 
cyanide. 

‘With a broomstick or a stake, 
make holes about six inches 
apart near the nest, and if car- 
bon bisuphide is used, pour 
about a tablespoonful of the ma- 
terial into each hole. Then close 
the holes immediately by firming 
the earth. over them. The gas 
formed from the Kiquid pene- 
trates the ant runways and des- 
troys the colony. Mr. Bourne 
warned, however, that carbon 
bisulphide is very inflammable 
and should be kept away from 
all lights, fires or cigarettes. 

Cabcium cyanide should be ap- 
plied in the same way as the 
carbon bisulphide, except that a 
funnel should be used to carry 
the dust below the grass roots, 
since the material is injurious to 
grass. Apply about a teaspoonful 
of the dust to each hole and firm 
the earth over the hole. The gas 
given off by cyanide is very 
deadly, so the container should 
not be kept open in a small con- 
fined space.
